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Pensioner's refuse left for weeks 
as council repeatedly fails to act 


COUNCIL chiefs have 
been told to “hang their 
heads in shame” after rub¬ 
bish bins belonging to a 
93-year-old Weymouth 
pensioner suffering from 


cancer were left unemptied 
for weeks on end. 

The widower has been 
covered for more than a 
year by a council agree¬ 
ment which recognises his 


age and condition. 

The authority promised 
that dustmen would go 
down his 20-metre sloping 
driveway every collection 
day to pick up his rubbish 
bins, waste paper or box of 
tins and waste plastic so he 
could be spared the effort 
and so health hazards did¬ 
n’t build up. 

But worried relatives 
said that the agreement 
had been appallingly car¬ 
ried out with dozens of 
breaches where no collec¬ 
tion was made at all in¬ 
cluding several where the 
large general household 
waste wheeliebin was left 
full to the brim. 


A campaign by his son, 
View From chief reporter 
Harry Walton, to get the 
council to recognise short¬ 
falls in the service in¬ 
volved 29 separate phone 
calls and personal visits to 
the council without suc¬ 
cess despite numerous 
apologies from councillors 
and senior authority staff 
and four separate sets of 
promises that it wouldn’t 
happen again. 

The final straw came 
when relatives arrived to 
find the 93-year-old 
halfway down his drive¬ 
way struggling with a 
wheeliebin he had dragged 
out to the road fully loaded 


for collection because 
there was no space in it left 
for rubbish. 

His son said: “I was furi¬ 
ous and everyone involved 
with this fiasco should 
hang their heads in shame. 

“The council said they 
would empty all Dad’s 
bins on every collection 
day, but we have just been 
fobbed off with promises 
again and again. On one 
occasion Dad’s main 
household waste bin re¬ 
mained unemptied right 
through Christmas and 
New Year, the whole of 
January and into February. 

“The council may be the 
best in Dorset for recy- 
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cling but it is obviously 
third rate when it comes to 
looking after those who 
deserve a bit of help. 

“How difficult can it be 
to collect one wheeliebin? 
I have personally made nu¬ 
merous phone calls and 
visits to the council about 
the problem. 

“Senior staff have ac¬ 
knowledged this and apol¬ 
ogised several times, but 
they clearly don’t wield 
enough control over the 
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HISTORY enthusiast Chris Lovejoy first moved to 
Lyme Regis in 1997 and has lived between the 
seaside resort and Axminster in East Devon ever 
since. 

Originally from Newbury, Chris grew up in Kent 
and London before travelling overseas and 
spending seven years in an Ashram in Pune, 
India. 

After varying careers, from lawyer to furniture 
restorer, he now runs history tours of Lyme Regis 
and this summer is taking on the town's popular 
ghost tours. 

Chris lives with wife Judy and their two cats. 


• WHAT did you do before running the Lyme Regis 
History Walks? 

have had many jobs in my life - lawyer, prison proba¬ 
tion officer, therapist, creative arts administrator, furni¬ 
ture restorer, ESL teacher, to name just a few. I used to 
think it was a defect of my character that I always 
wanted to do different things rather than sticking with 
one career, but now I'm grateful for all the knowledge 
and experience I've gained over the years. 

• WHY did you start up the history walks? 

One day, walking along Sherborne Lane, I had a sudden 
overwhelming impression of hearing the tramping of 
heavy boots and deep gutteral voices. Although over 
in a split second, this strange"vision" inspired me to 
look deeper into town history and I later discovered 
that this area was one of the front lines of combat dur¬ 
ing the Siege of Lyme in the Civil War. 

The more I read the more I was amazed at the rich¬ 
ness and variety of Lyme's past and realised that, while 
its literary heritage and paleontology was well repre¬ 
sented by others, no one, at that time, was presenting 
the broader history of the town to our visitors. So I 
started Lyme History Walks. This will be our third sea¬ 
son. 

• TELL us a little about the walks... 

The walks take place on Mondays and Saturdays at 
11 am from March to September, last an hour and a half 
and are suitable to anyone with average walking ability. 
Visitors can now pre-booka walkthrough the museum. 
From a humble medieval settlement of monks to a 
great Elizabethan port, through its subsequent decline 
and 18th century resurrection as a fashionable resort 
up to the present day, we meet many of the remark¬ 
able men and women who played their part in Lyme's 



evolving story. I tell tales from their lives, recount key 
events, introducing smugglers and buccaneers, artists, 
rebels, scientists and philanthropists, the humble and 
the fashionable who all left their mark on the town. 

• WHAT'S your favourite Lyme Regis historical link 
or story? 

I love to talk about Thomas Coram and the Foundling 
Hospital, and tell the story of Lassie, the Pilot Boat dog 
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who saved the life of a sailor. Henry Fielding's at¬ 
tempted abduction of a local lass is also a great story. 

• WHY did you decide to take on the ghost walks 
this summer? 

I decided to take on the Ghost Walks as an exciting 
challenge. Despite the great training and support he 
has given me, I know Carl Salter will be a hard act to fol¬ 
low. 

• WHAT can those taking part expect from the 
Ghost Walks? 

The Ghost Walks are above all good entertainment for 
all the family. Participants can expect a blend of local 
folklore, scary (but not too scary!) stories, spooky jokes, 
sound effects and slapstick. They will start in May, every 
Tuesday and Thursday from 7.30pm for an hour 
throughout the season from the museum or other 
named venue. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

Meditation is my greatest joy. I can't imagine my life 
without it. I play the piano and keyboard and enjoy all 
kinds of music alone. I also love being around most 
kinds of animals. 

• WHAT do you like about living in this area? 

I love the warm, easygoing nature of the local people 
and the soft blend of rural and ocean landscape, so 
good for walking. 

• WHAT would you add to or change about the area 
if you could? 

I would revive the old Axminster to Lyme Regis branch 
line, closed in 1965.1 believe this could solve a lot of 
our traffic problems. 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I would start a foundation for teaching meditation in 
prisons and open an animal rescue centre. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to a dream 
dinner party? 

I would invite three of my favourite comedians/comic 
actors - Lenny Henry, Sandy Toksvig and Giles Bran- 
dreth.

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Should the borough change to an all-out voting 
system with all councillors elected every four years? 


RESIDENTS are being consulted on 
whether to change Weymouth and Port¬ 
land’s electoral cycle to “all out” elec¬ 
tions, starting from May 2015. 

Under the current system, councillors 
are elected to the borough council by 
thirds which means that elections are 
held each year for three years out of four. 

Residents are being asked whether they 
would prefer a different system which 
would see the whole council elected at 
the same time once every four years. 

Councillors have agreed in principle to 
the change but must consult with the 
public before any alteration can be made. 

Weymouth & Portland council’s Re¬ 
sources Director Jason Vaughan said: 


“The results of the recent budget consul¬ 
tation showed that a high proportion of 
local people and businesses are in favour 
of changing to the “all out” system 
which could help the council to save 
£90,000 over four years. 

“However, we need to make sure that 
residents are aware of the political im¬ 
pact of making this change as well as the 
financial benefits. 

“When people take part in this survey 
the differences between the two systems 
will be clearly explained so they can 
make an informed choice.” 

Some of the reasons for changing to 
‘all out’ elections include 


• The “all out” electoral cycle could cre¬ 
ate a more stable political environment 
and help the council to adopt a more 
strategic, long-term approach to policy 
and decision making. 

• The current system means that some 
people within the borough have fewer 
opportunities to vote and influence the 
political composition of the council than 
their neighbours in a different ward. 

• The Electoral Commission advise that 
a mixed pattern of electoral cycles is less 
easily understood by the general public 
and can cause voter fatigue in multi¬ 
councillor wards. 

• Holding elections once every four 


years instead of every three years out of 
four would save the council £90,000 
over a four year period, an important 
saving when the council’s funding from 
central Government is being seriously 
reduced.

Olympic 'green' legacy success 


WEYMOUTH and Portland’s huge “green” success 
during the Olympics has drawn gold medal praise 
from Games bosses. 

The Natural Weymouth and Portland Partnership is 
now forging ahead for the future to build on successes 


at Lorton Valley Nature Park in Weymouth and the 
Portland Quarries Nature Park. 

Concerted efforts have taken both areas, extended 
them and produced what Weymouth and Portland 
legacy head Simon Williams has called “a sum greater 



than the separate parts”. 

That success was described as “impressive” by In¬ 
ternational Olympic Committee sustainability head 
Nichelle Lemaitre while Natural England chief exec¬ 
utive David Webster was full of praise when he visited 
the area. 

He said: “It was clear to see that you have managed 
to bring together key partners to help achieve a joint 
approach to telling the natural environment story. 

Mr Willi ams said Lorton had seen its nature reserve 
expanded with extra land to create a single green unit 
which was highly accessible to local residents rather 
than a collection of individual sites. 

He added: “The Portland Quarries Nature Park pro¬ 
vides an opportunity for local people and visitors to 
experience the fantastic natural environment and 
wildlife of the island through paths and trails through 
the park, much of which is now managed by Dorset 
Wildlife Trust.” 

Mr Williams said that the partnership was now look¬ 
ing firmly to the future. 

He added: “We will jointly be bidding for external 
funding for future projects to continue the good work 
which has been so highly commended. 

“These sites and others such as the Chesil Beach and 
Radipole Lake visitor centres will all be linked to¬ 
gether later this year by the Legacy Trail from Lorton 
Barn to Portland Bill. 

“Things are happening now which would not have 
happened were it not for the fact that Weymouth and 
Portland held the Olympic and Paralympic Games 
sailing events. 

“That’s what legacy is all about.”

people they are in charge of to issue simple collection in¬ 
structions and, more importantly, make them stick.” 

A February 4th showdown saw Weymouth and Port¬ 
land waste operations and transport head Mike Haines 
admit that the council’s lack of collection service care had 
been “unacceptable”. 

He promised relatives he would deal with the situation 
and make sure future collections were made on a regular 
basis. 

But this latest promise - the council’s fifth - was 
breached almost as soon as it was made with the pen¬ 
sioner’s main household waste bin remaining unemptied 
for nearly two months. 

Weymouth and Portland recycling and refuse collection 
spokesman Councillor Ian Roebuck said: “The council 
has a well deserved reputation for waste disposal collec¬ 
tion. 

“However, it has clearly fallen down very badly on this. 
I will try to find out why and get back to Mr Walton sen¬ 
ior.”

Samuel and Mothercare announced 
they were closing their branches in 
the town. 

Mothercare will shut its doors first on 
April 10th with H Samuel closing on 
May 3rd. 

The shops are both in St Mary Street 
and their closures are the latest blow 
to Weymouth’s struggling town cen¬ 
tre. 

Other recent closures include the likes 


of fashion chain Next opposite H 
Samuel, DVD and games rental chain 
Blockbuster’s branch in St Thomas 
Street, Brunches Restaurant in 
Maiden Street and Esteem Jewellery 
in St Thomas Street. 

Weymouth and Portland economic 
development and town centre 
spokesman Councillor Ian Munro- 
Price said it was “always a shame” 
when economic circumstances forced 
a national retailer out of town. 

But he added: “Weymouth’s record 


for empty shops is actually better than 
the national average. 

“And there are positive notes at the 
moment because up to 600 new jobs 
have been created in Weymouth 
through a variety of sites including 
Sainsbury, Premier Inn and 
Beefeater.” 

Mr Munro-Price added that in his ex¬ 
perience there was also no shortage of 
people inquiring about empty shops 
so they could start new businesses in 
the town.

A GRANITE plaque has been unveiled to re¬ 
member the former Whitehead Torpedo factory 
in Weymouth. 

Wyke Regis Protection Society organised the 
work at Whitehead Drive which upgraded an 
existing Whitehead plaque at Ferrybridge 
where lettering had almost eroded away. 

The Society put out a plea for donations, 
many Drive residents chipped in as did Wyke 
Social Club, the Working Men’s Club and res¬ 
idents and retired employees of Whiteheads,

stonemason David Housell of Stones the Ma¬ 
sons carrying out work on the 48x30-inch 
plaque. 

Years of history were bridged when the un¬ 
veiling was performed by 90 Wyke Regis Jun¬ 
ior School pupils who have been studying 
World War II as part of their history lessons. 


One snippet they discovered was that factory 
founder Robert Whitehead’s great-granddaugh¬ 
ter married Captain Von Trapp of Sound of 
Music fame! 

An opening speech was given by pupil Henry 
Bell, 11, who said the factory was founded in 
1898, did important torpedo work in both 
world wars and sadly closed in 1966. It was 
taken over by Wellworthy which closed in 
1989, the site being sold and demolished in the 
late 1990s. 

Houses now stand on its site but the plaque 
providing a permanent memory of Whitehead 
was welcomed by many at the ceremony in¬ 
cluding former Whitehead fitter and turner 
John Collins who said: “It was good of the So¬ 
ciety to arrange this plaque. 

“When I was at Whiteheads it employed 
more than 1,000 people, so it is difficult to 
stand here and realise it has all gone. The 
plaque is an important memory of what White- 
heads did.” 

Society secretary Jean Hamdorff said: “We 
owe stonemason David Housell a big vote of 
thanks for producing such a lovely plaque. 
Whiteheads Torpedo factory brought people 
here to work from all over the country and we 
think it is very important to remember that his¬ 
tory.” 

Wyke councillor, Kate Wheller agreed and 
said: “The plaque is beautiful, made to last so 
future generations will remember what was 
here. It is also lovely to see so many people 
here to watch it being unveiled.”
